Zimmerman Appears in Court 


Judge says he found 
probable cause for 
case to move ahead 

Sanford, Fla. 

Neighborhood watch volunteer 
George Zimmerman made his 
first court appearance Thursday 
on a second-degree murder charge 
in the shooting death of Trajwon 
Martin, as a court document pro- 
vided new details on the prosecu- 
tion’s case. 

During the brief appearance, 
Zimmerman stood up straight, 
looked straight ahead and wore 
a gray prison jumpsuit. He spoke 
only to answer “Yes, sir,” twice 
after he was asked basic questions 
about the charge against him and 
his attorney. Zimmerman turned 
himself in Wednesday after weeks 
in hiding. 

Judge Mark E. Herr said he 
found probable cause to move 
ahead with the case and that an 
arraignment would be held on May 
29 before another judge. 

A document prepared by prose- 
cutors shed some light on why they

chose to charge Zimmerman. The 
affidavit says Martin’s mother iden- 
tified screams heard in the back- 
ground of a 911 call as her son’s. 
There had been some question as 
to whether Martin or Zimmerman 
was the one calling for help. 

Prosecutors also interviewed a 
friend of Martin’s who was talk- 
ing to him just before the shoot- 
ing. The affidavit says Martin told 


the witness he was being followed 
and was scared. 

Martin tried to run home, the 
affidavit says, but was followed by 
Zimmerman. It also says that “Zim- 
merman disregarded the police dis- 
patcher” who told him to stop, and 
“continued to follow Martin who 
was trying to return to his home.” 

Speaking to reporters after the 
hearing, attorney Mark O’Mara said

Study: Baboons Can Learn to Recognize Words 


Washington 

Dan the baboon sits in front of a 
computer screen. The letters BRRU 
pop up. With a quick tap, he sig- 
nals it’s not a word. Correct. Next 
comes, ITCS. Again, not a word. 
Finally KITE comes up. 

He pauses and hits a green oval 
to indicate it’s a word, demonstrat- 
ing a mastery of what some experts 
say is a form of pre-reading. 

Dan is part of new research that 
shows baboons are able to pick up 
the first step in reading — identify- 


Good Pattern Finders 

Baboons and other monkeys are 

good pattern finders, and what they 
are doing may be what we first do 
in recognizing words. It’s still a far 
cry from real reading. They don’t un- 
derstand what these words mean, 
and are just breaking them down 
into parts, said Jonathan Grainger, 
a cognitive psychologist at the Aix- 
Marseille University in France and 
the lead author in a study published 
in Thursday’s journal Science, (ap) 


ing recurring patterns and deter- 
mining which four-letter combi- 
nations are words and which are 
just gobbledygook. 

The study, published in Thurs- 
day’s journal Science, shows that 
reading’s early steps are far more 
instinctive than scientists first 
thought and it also indicates that 
non-human primates maybe smart- 
er than we give them credit for. 

“They’ve got the hang of this 
thing,” said Jonathan Grainger, a 
French scientist and lead author of 
the research, seth borenstein (ap)

Claim She Never Worked 


Washington 

Ann Romney fought back Thurs- 
day against a Democrat who sug- 
gested she’s no economic expert 
because she “hasn’t worked a day 
in her life.” Raising five sons, she 
said, was such a full-time job that 
her husband, GOP presidential 
hopeful Mitt Romney, considered 
it more important than his work 
as the family breadwinner. 

“He would say, ‘My job is tem- 
porary ... Your job is a forever job 
that’s going to bring forever hap- 
piness,” Ann Romney told Fox 
News, wading into a multimedia 
furor over comments by Democrat- 
ic consultant Hilary Rosen. 

Rosen apologized to Ann Rom- 
ney later Thursday for her “poorly 
chosen” words. “As a mom I know 
that raising children is the hardest 
job there is,” Rosen said in a state- 
ment. “My words ... were poorly cho- 
sen. I apologize to Ann Romney and 
anyone else who was offended.” 

Michelle Obama jumped into 
the fray by tweeting, “Every moth- 
er works hard, and every woman 
deserves to be respected.” 

The furor erupted Wednesday 


night when Rosen said Ann Rom- 
ney never had to work to pay the 
bills and should not be her hus- 
band’s surrogate on women and 
the economy: “She’s never really 
dealt with the kinds of economic 
issues that a majority of women in 
this country are facing.”

Rebels urge protests 
to test Assad’s pledge 
to abide by cease-fire 

Beirut 

Syria’s opposition called for wide- 
spread protests Friday to test the 
regime’s commitment to an interna- 
tionally brokered cease-fire that the 
U.N. chief called so fragile it could 
collapse with one gunshot. 

Regime forces halted heavy 
shelling and other major attacks 
in line with the truce that began at 
dawn Thursday, though there were 
accusations of scattered violence by 
both sides. The government ignored 
demands to pull troops back to 
barracks, however, defying a key 


aspect of the plan, which aims to 
calm a year-old uprising that has 
killed 9,000 people. 

“The onus is on the government 
of Syria to prove that their words 
will be matched by their deeds at 
this time,” U.N. Secretary- Gener- 
al Ban Ki-moon said in Geneva, 
adding that the world was watch- 
ing with skeptical eyes. 

The presence of tanks and 


troops could 

discourage any large gatherings, 
but the leader of the opposition 
Syrian National Council, Burhan 
Ghalioun, urged Syrians to demon- 
strate peacefully on Friday. 

A massive protest would be an 
important test of the cease-fire — 
whether President Bashar Assad 
will allow his forces to hold their 
fire and risk ushering in a weeks- 


long sit-in or losing control over 
territory that government forces 
recently recovered from rebels. 

So far, the crackdown has pre- 
vented powerful displays of dissent 
like that of Egypt’s Tahrir Square, 
where hundreds of thousands of 
people camped out and drove Hosni 
Mubarak from power. 

If the truce holds, it would 
be the first time the regime has 
observed such a cease-fire since 
Assad’s regime launched a crack- 
down 13 months ago on dissent. 

Though Syria promised to com- 
ply with the cease-fire, the regime 
carved out an important condition 
— that it has a right to defend itself 
against the terrorists that it claims 
are behind the rebellion. Elizabeth

Suu Kyi's Party Opposes 
Myanmar’s Oath of Office 


Yangon, Myanmar 

Aung San Suu Kyi’s party raised the 
prospect of a major hitch in Myan- 
mar’s political reforms Thursday, 
saying it may not take the seats it 
won in parliament because the law- 
makers’ oath of office has unac- 
ceptable wording. 

“We as citizens will abide by the 
constitution, but the oath says we 
have to protect the constitution,” 
National League for Democracy 
spokesman Nyan Win said. “This 
is contradictory to our party pol- 
icy.” 

The party’s platform ahead of 
the April 1 by-elections called for 
amending some sections of the con- 
stitution that the party considers 
undemocratic. 

The party won 43 of the 44 seats 
it contested, include one won by 
Suu Kyi herself The NLD would

Flirting With Disaster? 


The Titanic Memorial Cruise aboard the MS 
Balmoral is tracing the route of the doomed 
liner. The ship, which is carrying 1,309 pas- 
sengers— including relatives of some of the 
Titanic passengers— seeks to re-create the 
Titanic experience, minus the disaster. Many 
aboard have donned period costumes and 
are eating meals from the Titanic’s menu. 
The cruise hasn’t been entirely smooth sail- 
ing: Strong winds delayed its departure on 
Monday, and a medical emergency on board 
interrupted its journey Tuesday. 

Two memorial services are to take place 
over the weekend: one close to midnight 
Aprill4, when theTitanic hit the iceberg, and 
the other on April 15, when the ship sank, (ap) 


A Titanic Fixation 


still Under Debate 

The Titanic steamed toward New York on April 11, 1912, carrying more than 
2,200 people and only 20 of the 32 lifeboats designed to be on board. On April 14, 
the Titanic hit an iceberg at 11:40 p.m. At 2:20 a.m., it sank, and a century later, 
we’re still debating what really caused the disaster on that crystal-clear night. 
Maybe we can fault freak atmospheric conditions that caused a mirage or an 
even rarer astronomical event that led stronger tides to pull icebergs into ship- 
ping lanes, which are two of the newer the- 
ories being proposed by a Titanic 
author and a team of astrono- 
mers. Still, “at its most basic, 
what happened is they failed to 
heed warnings and they hit the 
iceberg because they were go- 
ing too fast," said James Del- 
gado of the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Adminis- 
tration. (AP)

Epic disasters — the anguished 
cries, the stories of heroism — are 
the central narratives of our age, 
both enthralling and horrifying. 
And our obsession began a centu- 
ry ago, unfolding in just 160 ter- 
rifying minutes, on a supposed- 
ly unsinkable ship, as more than 
1,500 souls slipped into the icy 
waters of the North Atlantic. And 
the band played on. 

It was the Titanic. Ever since, 
we’ve been hooked on disasters in 
general but the tale of the luxury 
liner in particular. The sinking’s 
100th anniversary has only magni- 
fied the Titanic’s fascination. 


There were catastrophes before 
that fateful Sunday night in April 
1912, but nothing quite captivat- 
ed the newly wireless-connect- 
ed globe’s attention. It was more 
than news. It was a macabre form 


of entertainment. 

Deadlier disasters followed, but 
they all borrowed from story lines 
the Titanic established: High-pro- 
file investigations, constant news 
coverage, technological hubris.

ignored warnings and economic 
fairness — all were themes that 
played out in the BP oil spill, the 
space shuttle disasters. Hurricane 
Katrina and the recent grounding 
of the Costa Concordia. 

“The story is ageless, like all 
great stories,” said James Delga- 
do of the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration. 
“The elements in this case of tri- 
umph, tragedy and hubris, of brav- 
ery and cowardice, all wrapped up 
in one brief moment. That speaks 
to people.”

Chivalry Is ... 

When it comes to sinking ships, 
male chivalry is “a myth," two 
Swedish researchers said Thurs- 
day. “Behavior in life-and-death 
situations is best captured by 
the expression ‘every man for 
himself,'" Mikael Elinder and 
Oscar Erixon wrote. The two 
studied 18 of the most famous 
maritime disasters, includ- 
ing the Titanic, and found that 
men, thanks to their physical 
strength, have a distinct surviv- 
al advantage. Out of the 15,000 
people who died in the 18 acci- 
dents, only 17.8 percent of the 
women survived compared with 
34.5 percent of the men. (ap) 


To this day, the Titanic is big 
business in movies, books, songs, 
poetry and museum exhibits. 

The discovery of the Titan- 
ic’s watery grave in 1985 brought 
the ship back to the world’s atten- 
tion. A dozen years later, another 
man raised the Titanic to an even 
greater fame with a multi-Acade- 
my Award winning movie and fol- 
low-up documentaries. 

“It’s this great sort of meta- 
phorical novel that actually hap- 
pened,” said “Titanic” director 
James Cameron. “You can go and 
visit the wreck and go and see this 
monument to human folly.” 

People look at the Titanic sink- 
ing and other man-made disasters 
as technological hubris, the mis- 
begotten belief that something 
could be too good, too fail-safe to 
fail, said Harvard University pro- 
fessor Steven Biel. 

The public has become increas- 
ingly fascinated with disasters, 
especially technological ones. 
That’s because it helps us cope with 
increased mechanization, risk and 
deep-rooted questions about what 
it means to be human, said Kevin 
Rozario, author of the book “Cul- 
ture of Calamity.” 

Disasters reflect the everyday 
fears we often ignore, Rozario said. 
When a catastrophe happens, “we 
see ourselves” in the story lines that

Snap Judgment 

If I seem more drowsy than usual, it's because 
I haven’t been able to sleep on the MARC train 
for weeks. The culprit? Photographer Eddie 
Winter's collection of images of commuters 
passed out along the ride between Baltimore and 
Washington. When they were posted recently 
to the website Good.is/design, I clicked through 
the 15 shots of folks with mouths agape, tucked 
under jackets and curled up against windows. 



Even though I wasn’t one of the 
models, I can recognize myself 
in those photos. Winter does, 
too, which is why he put together 
the series, called “Exciting New 
Positions!” “I’m a little afraid that 
when people see them, they think 
I’m making fun of people in their 
most vulnerable moments,” he says. 
Really, it’s his way of showing that 
everyone gets exhausted by the daily 
grind. And no matter how different 
we can seem as individuals, when 
we’re asleep, we’re all in the same 


boat (or, er, train). “We’re drooling 
on ourselves, helpless, at the mercy 
of the world,” he says. 

It says something about the 
level of comfort train commuters 
feel with one another that they’ll 
so willingly put themselves in this 
state. So did Winter violate the trust 
of his fellow riders? It certainly 
makes me less likely to give into my 
drooping eyelids, but I can’t help 
but be drawn to the images. 

It was an exciting new position 
that turned Winter into a train rider. 


He went from being a bartender to 
working at the State Department, 
which required waking up at an 
hour when he used to go to bed. 
Normally, he immediately conked 
out when he got on the train. But 
one morning, with 
the sun streaming 
through the windows 
directiy into his eyes. 
Winter realized 
he wasn’t going to 
drift off. When he 
saw a young woman 
in a deep sleep, he 
decided to shoot. 

Without a zoom lens, he needed 
to get up close and personal with 
her, as well as his 80 subsequent 
subjects. “I had to be within two 
feet for most of the photos,” Winter 
says. But no one noticed when he 
g clicked away.

And no one saw the photos for 
a very long time. Although Winter 
snapped these pics more than four 
years ago — that’s when he left his

(Although he did 
put together books of the photos to 
hand out to his favorite conductors 
as farewell gifts.) 

For Winter, this is a personal 
project rather than a commercial 
one. So he thinks there’s a critical 
photo missing from the collection. 
“I wish someone had taken a 
picture of me. I would have liked 
to include it,” he says. If it’s not too 
late. I’m happy to volunteer. I can’t 
sleep now anyway.

Metro Fare Hike Moves Forward 


Finance committee 
OKs increase for bus, 
rail, parking charges 

Washington 

Metro’s finance committee 
approved Thursday increases in 
fees paid by bus and rail riders and 
drivers who use the transit author- 
ity’s parking facilities. 

It was the board’s first official 
step following recent public hear- 
ings on fare hikes that average 
about 5 percent. The actual amounts 
would vary widely depending on the 
distance a rider travels. The chang- 
es would go into effect July 1. 


The full Metro board is expect- 
ed to vote at its April 26 meeting 
on whether to raise fares. Metro’s 
fare technology and signs at sta- 
tions need to be updated before 
fare hikes go into effect. Metro offi- 
cials said it takes about 60 days to 
update and test the sofware chang- 
es, and crews need time to install 
new signs throughout the system. 
In May, the board is expected to 
decide on the passage of its $2.5 
billion annual operating and cap- 
ital budget for fiscal 2013. 

The finance committee’s move 
comes after Metro officials revised 
last week their budget numbers for 
fiscal 2013, projecting the transit 
authority would have a $103 mil- 


Breakdown of Fees 

The base fare for rail riders would 
increase from $1.95 to $2.10. The 
maximum peak fare would increase 
from $5 to $5.75. The base off-peak 
rail fare would increase from $1.60 
to $1.70. The maximum off-peak fare 
would be $3.50. Bus fares would in- 
crease by a dime, rising to $1.60 for 
those who use SmarTrip cards. Park- 
ing fees would rise by 25 cents. Bus 
riders who pay cash would face a 20- 
centsurcharge. (Twp) 


lion deficit, $16 million less than 
previously estimated. Metro plans 
call for eliminating the peak-of- 


the-peak surcharge for rail riders 
who travel during the subway’s 
busiest times. 

Officials have said the move 
was an attempt to lessen conges- 
tion, but it failed to persuade riders 
to change their commuting habits. 
And officials have sought to elim- 
inate the thousands of combina- 
tions of possible fares. 

“This reminds me of the U.S. tax 
code,” said Tom Downs, a board 
member appointed by the federal 
government. “We need a fare struc- 
ture that is simple and predictable. 
If we keep making fare changes like 
this every time, we’re making it 
much more complex for customers.”

Suspected Meth Lab 
Found in Adams Morgan 


Washington 

Police say a search of a northwest 
Washington apartment suspected 
of housing a meth lab has uncov- 
ered hazardous materials. 

Police conducted a search 
Wednesday night inside an apart- 
ment at 1825 Summit Place that 
was suspected of having a possi- 
ble illicit drug lab. One man was 
arrested on a distribution of cocaine 
charge, but no charges were filed 
in relation to other substances that 
were found. 

Hazardous materials were 
removed from the building, and it 
was deemed safe for residents. 

This is at least the third meth 
bust in the District in the last five 
months, according to police. 

Still, police say meth produc- 
tion labs in the District are rare, 
and most cases involve possession 
and distribution.

The Nats bet their

The Nationals 

It was a gamble. 

When the Nationals missed out 
on signing free agent first baseman 
Prince Fielder, general manager 
Mike Rizzo said he was content 
to enter the 2012 season without 
making any significant addition to 
his club’s starting lineup, though 
the 624 runs the Nationals scored 
last season were the fewest in the 
division and 12th in the 16 -team 
National League. 

In fact, Rizzo had never felt 
inclined to overpay, via free agency 
or trade, to secure an extra bat or 
two for the lineup. He reasoned 
that if Ryan Zimmerman and 
Adam LaRoche stayed healthy all 
season and Jayson Werth rebounded 
from an abysmal first 
season with the 
club, that alone 


would amount to a vastiy improved 
offense. 

“We had offensive questions 
last year, but we tend to forget that 
we played almost the whole season 
without Adam LaRoche, who 
averaged 25 home runs and 80 RBI 
the last six seasons, excluding last 
year,” Rizzo told MLB.com during 
spring training. “Ryan Zimmerman 
missed a third of the season. We 
had Michael Morse, who started 
the season extremely slowly.

As anyone who has made the 
leap from having roommates to 
living alone can tell you, not hav- 
ing to clean up after other people is 
a benefit that never gets old. Then 
there’s getting your own bath- 
room, a perk Stahl did not have in 
Mt. Pleasant. 

Add that to the list, along with 
no longer being subjected to your 
roommate’s coffee-stained Ikea 
futon, endless marathons of “The 
Real Housewives of New Jersey” 
or the smell of old Thai food con- 
tainers that never seem to get 
thrown out. 

These perks are not lost on res- 
idents of the District. According 
to 2010 census data, the District 
has the highest rate in the coun- 
try of people living alone: 48 per- 
cent of households consist of just 
one person. (Manhattan, the land 
of the eternally single, clocks in at 
47 percent.) 

The demand for single living 
is having an effect on the rent- 
al market. In the District, stu- 
dio rental prices rose more than 
5 percent in 2011, compared with 
an increase of 1 percent for two- 
bedrooms, according to real estate 
website HotPads. 

In February, the average rent 
for a studio in the District was 
$1,682 (it was $1,899 for a one- 
bedroom). But prices vary dramat- 
ically by neighborhood. Expect to 
pay $2,037 for a studio in upscale 
Dupont Circle. If you’re willing to 
move a bit north to, say, Mt. Pleas- 
ant, you’ll pay half that — studios 


there go for, on average, $1,025. 
And in the Catholic University/ 
Brookland area, studio rental pric- 
es dip to $985 on average. 

Even if you steer clear of the 
priciest areas (Georgetown, Eoggy 
Bottom, Logan Circle, Mt. Ver- 
non Square, to name a few), liv- 
ing solo will still mean taking on 
a new bundle of expenses. In a 
city where the average household 
pays $52 a month for electrici- 


ty and more than $200 a month 
for natural gas, according to the 
White Fence Index, which mea- 
sures utility prices, just keeping 
your lights on and your apart- 
ment warm can become a huge 
financial drain. 

Having utilities included in 
her rent helped soften the blow for 
Stahl. She also made some lifestyle 
adjustments. 

“I won’t have a DVR in my new 


place. And I put myself on a break 
from buying new clothes because 
I knew this move was going to be 
a financial hit,” she says. 

To afford his real estate fantasy 
of living alone. Will Gordon, 29, a 
graphic designer, is pinching pen- 
nies. At the end of February, Gor- 
don moved to Columbia Heights,

No, you’re not watching CMT 

— that’s really country music star 
Trisha Yearwood demo-ing reci- 
pes for Brunswick Stew and chick- 
en barbecue on the Food Network. 
After the “She’s in Love With the 
Boy” singer wrote two cookbooks, 
it was really only a matter of time 
until “Trisha’s Southern Kitchen” 
hit the airwaves. The six-episode 
series kicks off Sat. at 10:30 a.m. 

How does a country music star 
end up a Food Network star? 

I’m about as surprised as anybody. 
My sister, my mom and I wrote the 
first book [2008’s “Georgia Cook- 
ing in an Oklahoma Kitchen”] real- 
ly thinking, “This’ll be a great way 
for us to get all of our family recipes 
in one place,” never, never dream- 
ing really that it would do so well. 
The second book [2010’s “Home 


Cooking with Trisha Yearwood”] 
did better than the first. Then the 
talk of a show started to come up, 
and I said, “You know, I don’t think 
it would be fun to just be standing 
behind a kitchen counter and tell- 
ing people to add a cup of sugar.” 
So we created a show that was real- 
ly a chance to hang out with my 
friends and my family and some 
cooking gets done. 

Do any of the skills from being 
onstage or music carry over into 
being on a cooking show? 

Being comfortable in front of the 
camera is a plus. But learning how 
to navigate a kitchen in front of a 
camera is a whole different thing. 
When I cook at home, which I do 
a lot. I’m not conscious of where 
I’m looking and remembering that 
I put the flour in the Kitchen Aid 


mixer from the left side, so that 
when we come to do close-ups on 
the hand I remember what hand I 
had the flour in. 

What surprised you most? 

That for me to keep smiling all the 
time is hard. I focus in the kitch- 
en, and I don’t always have, like, a 
pleasant look on my face.

Will you sing on the show? 

We did incorporate some music in 
the show, where it feels natural. I 
didn’t want it to be, “OK, at the end 
of every episode Trisha is gonna 
break into spontaneous song.” But 
I wanted it if it made sense. 

How are you going to blend your 
music and cooking careers? 

Music is first, of course. Always. 

I do love to cook, and it’s been fun 
that I’ve been able to kinda take 
something that is a natural passion 
and turn it into something bigger. I 
don’t think I would enjoy it if it was 
on the level of some of these gals 
who have this empire. Like I don’t 
want to be Martha Stewart. 

Will we see Garth [Brooks, coun- 
try music superstar and Trisha’s 
husband] on the show? 

If we go past the six episodes. I’ll 
probably rope Garth into an epi- 
sode. I was really adamant about 
wanting to do the first six on my 
own. I wanted to see if I real- 
ly enjoyed myself. ’Cause he’ll do 
anything I ask him to do, but I 
don’t want to just use him. I want 
to make sure it’s the right thing.

“You wouldn’t drink dirty water, and neither do 
flowers,” says D.C. floral designer Sarah von Pollaro. 
“Change the water daily, and trim the stems.” 


You can go for Martha Stewart- 
esque mounds of one sort of flow- 
er (peonies, maybe), but the craftier 
approach is to try three or so plants or 
posies in one vase. “Maybe you’ve got 
a vine, some interesting greens and a 
few showy flowers,” says von Pollaro. 
Think about which way the flowers 
grow outside, but also don’t be afraid 
to cut stems shorter than you usually 
would or have them cascade over the 
rim ofthe vessel, since this often makes 
arrangements appear lusher. 

Bringing the outdoors in is easier 
if you have some space to plant posies 
in. Land barons can grow blooms like 
fragrant peonies, showy dahlias or 
zinnias, says Mary Cole, co-owner of 
Falls Church City’s Sam’s Farm gar- 
den center (7125 Leesburg Pike, Falls 
Church; 703-534-5292).

something you’ve made yourself. It’s a 
conversation starter.”

Kelby Johnson didn’t want to let the bullies win. 
One of the subjects of the documentary “Bully” 
out Friday, Johnson was experiencing what might 
nicely be called a rough time in her small town of 
Tuttle, Okla. When Johnson came out as a lesbian at 
16, her classmates, teachers and teammates turned 
against her, constantly taunting and attacking 
her — sometimes physically. But she didn’t want 
to leave, because that would mean giving up. 
Eventually, though, she had to. 


“It came to the point where my risk 
was bigger than having to worry 
about whether they won or not,” 
says Johnson. “I had to worry about 
me, and if I was safe, and I wasn’t. 
I had to leave.” 

Her dad. Bob, agrees. “She hit 
the nail on the head when she said 
it reached a point where we could no 
longer ensure that she was going to 
be safe,” he says, though he doesn’t 
see her move as a victory for the 
bullies. “We began to decide at that 
point that this was something we’d 
have to fight on a much higher level. 
We weren’t going to change any- 
body’s mind in that town.” 

“Bully” has achieved notoriety 
for the battle over its rating: Six uses 


— by children — of the F-word got 
it an R rating from the MPAA, and 
the Weinstein Co. was planning to 
release the film unrated before a 
last-minute edit qualified the film 
for a PG-13 rating. But what’s been 
lost in the fury are the stories of the 
children featured in the film, one of 
whom, Alex, endures a brutal bus 
ride nearly every day. He’s punched, 
sat upon and threatened — and 
director Lee Hirsch was on the bus 
filming it, unable to stop it. 

“It was totally frustrating,” says 
Hirsch. “Had it gotten much worse, 
of course I would have [stepped 
in]. But this was the daily routine 
for Alex. Sometimes I didn’t really 
know what was happening, because

was 11 when he shot himself after 
merciless bullying. 

The saga of the documentary’s 
rating (ultimately a PG-13) brought 
“Bully" plenty of 
publicity. And I hope 
it pays off. While 
I don’t consider 
it revolutionary 
filmmaking, I do 
believe it is a film that 
can revolutionize how 
bullying is dealt with in schools. But 
that’s only if audiences go in — and, 
more importantly, come out — with 
the right mindset. What cannot 


ening him, I remember thinking, 
‘That was a good bus ride he had. 
That kid seemed like he was really 
being nice to him.’” 

Eventually, Hirsch gave the foot- 
age to Alex’s parents, who took it to 
the school — a move many would 
say violates the rules of documenta- 
ry, where the filmmaker is supposed 
to stay out of the story. The decision 
made Hirsch hesitate. But “it was 
a very quick pause. We acknowl- 
edged that things [in the film] would 
change. But ultimately the movie 


happen is for audiences to think 
“Bully" is a story about other kids.

Do everything short of grabbing 
random kids on the street and forcing 
them into the theater.

A fiendishly clever brand of meta- 
level genius propels “The Cabin in 
the Woods ” a pulpy, deceivingly 
insightful send-up of horror mov- 
ies that elicits just as many knowing 
chuckles as horrified gasps. 

Like its spiritual heirs, “The 
Cabin in the Woods” comes not 
only to praise the slasher-, zombie- 
and gorefests of yore but to critique 
them, elaborating on their gram- 
matical elements and archetypal 


figures even while searching for 
ways to put them to novel use (and 
playing up one major twist). 

The opening scenes are when 
viewers meet the principal play-

An air of unacknowledged privilege 
suffuses “Damsels in Distress,” in 
which Greta Gerwig stars as Vio- 
let, a junior at an East Coast liberal 
arts college, where she and a band of 
cohorts wage a genteel war against 
all that is rude, crude, coarse or oth- 
erwise aesthetically suspect. 

When a new girl arrives on cam-

Set on a futuristic floating pen- 
itentiary in space, the sci-fi action 
adventure stars Guy Pearce as Snow, 
a tough guy who has been framed 
— naturally — but who is offered 
his freedom if he agrees to rescue 
the president’s do-gooder daughter 
(Maggie Grace) after she is taken 
hostage by convicts. 

Of course. Snow says yes. 

Actually, it’s more like some 
smart-alecky rejoinder than a sim- 
ple “yes.” Snow is a poor man’s John

(Pretty well.) Or is it that the movie is a 
parody of how cheesy a cheaply made, 
south-of-the-border Western can get? 
(Pretty cheesy.) It’s got to be one or the 
other, because thosearethetwo hardest- 
working gags in the film, a deliberately 
inept spoof of accidentally inept film- 
making. It’s perfect for a short clip on 
Funnyordie.com. Padded out to feature 
length, with a bunch of other slightand 
unmemorable laughs, it wearsthin. m.o. 
DR. SEUSS’ THE LORAX (PG, 86 min 
utes) Like “An Inconvenient Truth" for 
the 12-and-under crowd, “Dr. Seuss’ The 
Lorax” is a cautionary environmental tale 
with a thin veneer of entertainment on 
top. Based on Seuss’ 1971 picture book, 
this musical adaptation, in eye-popping 
3-D CGI, is undeniably less gloomy than 
the original. In the hands of co-directors 
Chris Reynaud and Kyle Baida and co- 
writers Ken Daurio and Cinco Paul, Seuss’ 
slender though eloquentfable has mor- 
phed into something unwieldy and manic. 
It’s simultaneously silly and preachy, with 
precious little room for fun. “Dr. Seuss’ 
The Lorax" is a movie that progressives 
can feel good about taking their kids to, 
without actually having a good time. m.o. 
THE HUNGER GAMES (PG 13, 142 min 
utes) This adaptation of the hit young 
adult novel centers on grievous violence 
and children, who, in author Suzanne Col- 


lins’ floridly post-apocalyptic future, are 
subjected to an annual ritual wherein they 
murder one another as part of a nation- 
wide reality show. That perverse dystopia 
isbroughtfaithfully, if unspectacularly, 
to life by director Gary Ross. If the series’ 
legions of fans miss a detail here or a 
subplot there, they’ll still recognize its 
bones and sinew, especially in Jennifer 
Lawrence’s eagle-eyed heroine, Katniss 
Everdeen. The Hunger Games have been 
instituted by the elite leaders of a country 
in order to keep down a restive populace. 
After randomly plucking a boy and a girl 
from each of the federation’s districts, 
a shadowy government-entertainment 
complex subjects them to a kill-or-be- 
killed group hunt. Lawrence is never less 
thangroundedand believableasayoung 
woman forced by circumstance to as- 
sume wisdom far beyond her years. Adeer 
stalker dressed in pyrotechnic couture, 
Katnisssymbolizesanewbrandoffemale 
power: one that entails not just strength, 
courage and spiky, if selective, compas- 
sion, but also a top-notch stylist, a.h. 
THE HUNTER (R, 101 minutes) An ecologi- 
cal thriller about a professional animal 
killer and lonerwho discoversa newfound 
sense of stewardship for the planet, “The 
Hunter" is a mystery with a message. 
Martin (Willem Dafoe) is an elite hunter 
who has been hired by a mysterious 
firm to bag the last remaining example 
of a Tasmanian tiger. Martin’s efforts to 
trackthe animal are hampered by radical 
environmentalists, or “greenies." The 
more interesting part involves Martin’s

relationship with Lucy (Frances O’Connor) 
—a greenie in whose remote Tasmanian 
house he has set up camp — and her two 
children (Morgana Daviesand Finn Wood- 
lock). Australian television director Daniel 
Nettheim tells both stories well, braiding 
them together into a single thread with a 
firm hand and evocative visualstyle.M.o. 
JEFF, WHO LIVES AT HOME (R, 83 
minutes) Jeff (Jason Segel), who at 30 is 
still living with his mother and doing little 
morethan bong hits fora living, receives 
a phone call from his mom (Susan Sara- 
ndon) asking him to go to Home Depotto 
get some wood glue. That simple task 
sends Jeff on an errand that will result 
inallsortsof detours and digressions. A 
bus ride ends up in a basketball game; 
a chance meeting with his brother, Pat 
(Ed Helms), ends up in a graveyard and 
a Hampton Inn — in Jeff’s spaced-out 
mind, it’s all leading somehow to the 
meaning and purpose that has so far 
eluded him. Seen through one lens, the 
film can be interpreted as an aimless, 
easygoing wish-fulfillment fantasy 
for underachievers everywhere: seen 
through another, it’s a numb, naturalistic 
group portrait of unresolved grief, a.h. 
JOHN CARTER (PG-13, 137 minutes) 
Based on Edgar Rice Burroughs’ sto- 
ries, this adaptation gets off to such an 
incoherent start that it takes almost 
the entire, interminable running time 
to catch up. And the trip isn’t worth it: 
Narratively stilted, visually ugly and 
imaginatively bankrupt, “John Carter" 
just sits there forcing the audience to 


sit right along with it. But, OK, if it’s 
a synopsis you want: “John Carter" is 
nominallyabouta Civil War veteran who 
happens upon a dingus thattransports 
him to Mars, where he can jump really 
high and is taken prisoner and meets 
a beautiful princess. What’s supposed 
to be a fanciful journey in time and 
space is unforgivably awful-looking. A.H. 
MIRROR MIRROR (PG, 106 minutes) 
Director Tarsem Singh has shown a gift 
forfantasticalsettings, and Snow White’s 
kingdom is no exception. Unfortunately, 
actress Lily CollinsasSnow White offers 
a pale reflection of her stunning setting. 


The plot is simple enough for younger 
Disney princess fans to follow. The fair 
Snow White is sequestered in her late 
father’s castle by her pathologically 
vain stepmother, the Evil Queen (Julia 
Roberts). After sneaking out of the for- 
tress for a visit to the village. Snow has 
a typical meet-up with Prince Alcott 
of Valencia in the woods. He has been 
bound and burgled, and she, having no 
idea he is a prince, unties him and then 
blushes furiously. Later, when the prince 
arrives atthe castle looking forsanctu- 
ary, the queen goes into cougar mode.

But naturally, the prince has eyes only 
for Snow. Disney’s kind and gentle Snow 
White was charming, could sing and 
regularly talked to woodland creatures. 
Thesamecannotbesaid of Collins. Most 
of Snow’s interactions with the mag- 
netic prince are tepid, except for one 
flirty sword fight, sandie angulo chen 
PROJECT X (R, 88 minutes) There are 
only two good jokes in “Project X,’’ a 
thin, painfully overlong comedy about 
an out-of-control party thrown by a 
trio of high-school losers. One is the 
“story by" credit given to Michael Bacall. 
This is funny because there is, almost 
literally, no story. Asfor that second joke, 
it comes halfway into the movie when an 
adult neighbor attempts to shut down 
the party and ends up getting Tasered 
by a 12-year-old who has been hired as a 
bouncer. That’s not the funny part — or, 
for anyone older than 21, the only truly 
satisfying moment in the film. That 
comes when the man gets up and clocks 
the snot-nosed brat in the face. m.o. 
THE RAID: REDEMPTION (R, 100 MIN- 
UTES) What do you get when you send 
a heavily armed SWAT team into the 
fortresslike compound of a sadistic drug 
lord? In this Indonesian action-adventure 


film, it’s not whatyou would expect. After 
the initial, de rigueur barrage of back-and- 
forth gunplay that opens the confronta- 
tion between the cops and the thugs, you 
end up with a bunch of adrenaline-infused, 
bone-crunching hand-to-hand combat. 
It’s not for everybody. But it is undeniably 
cinematicand even kind of thrilling— as- 
sumingyoucanstomachthewallofnause- 
ating sound effects generated by repeated 
blows of feet and fists on flesh. You don’t 
watch “The Raid" so much as ingest it. It’s a 
visceral, almost chemical high. Forfans of 
martial-arts action, it’s a sizzling and styl- 
ishlyserved-uporderof butt-kicking. M.o. 
SALMDN FISHING IN THE YEMEN 
(PG-13, 107 minutes) A British fisheries 
expert named Alfred Jonesfinds himself 
dragooned into the scheme of a wealthy 
sheik to introduce fly-fishing in Yemen. 
Along the way, he befriends the sheik’s 
quietly sophisticated London repre- 
sentative. On paper, in other words, it 
is ridiculously plotty and forced. But as 
conceived for the screen by writer Simon 
Beaufoy and director Lasse Hallstrom, 
this adaptation of Paul Torday’s novel 
turns outtobea surprisingly lush, endear- 
ing little film, in which a swelling sense 
of romanticism thoroughly banishes 
even the most far-fetched improbabili- 
ties. It is less a classic fish-out-of-water 
tale than a fish-in-strange-waters tale, 
a study in diametric opposites that 
finds unexpected synchronies and mo 
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merits of almost mystical harmony, a.h. 
SILENT HOUSE (R, 88 minutes) Likely 
to disappoint fans of old-school bogey- 
men as well as aficionados of jokily self- 
referential meta-horror, “Silent House" 
might just find an audience that isable 
to appreciate it for what it is: a scary, 
yet deep, art-house frightfest. The 
question is this: Do the words “deep" 
and “frightfest" even belong in the same 
sentence?Theotherquestion isthis: Do 
you find a hyperventilating, helpless 
youngwomantrappedina dark, secluded 
house with a crazed, possibly homicidal 
stalker terrifying or merely annoying? 
But the similarities with such films as 
“Halloween" end there. That’s because 
the young woman (Elizabeth Olsen), her 
stalker and even the “house" of the title 
are not what you think they are for most 
of the film. The twist ending will either 
satisfy you deeply — there’s that word 
again — or tick you off royally. It will 
make you jump, to be sure. But what’s 
truly scariest about the movie takes 
place not in the body, but in the mind. M.o. 
TITANIC 3D (PG-13, 194 minutes) To 
contemplate “Titanic 3D’’ is to engage 
in a double dose of wistfulness. Not only 
does it take filmgoers back to a time that 
seemed to disappear along with the 1,500 
people who perished in the disaster, but 
also to a time when Leonardo DiCaprio 
and Kate Winslet were barely in their 20s. 
Watching the new version also reveals 
just how unnecessary such technological 
gimmicksarewhenyou have a perfectly 
good original. James Cameron hasspared 
no expense or expertise in making sure 
that hisfilm loses none of the brightness 
or detail, but that extra depth brings no 
added value. If anything, 3-D conversion 


creates distance where there should 
be intimacy, not to mention odd mo- 
ments in framing. There’s no doubt that 
“Titanic" is worth rereleasing, for a new 
generation to discover and for the rest of 
us to relive the thrills. The backhanded 
compliment that the gratuitous 3-D 
conversion delivers is that “Titanic" has 
had the right dimensions all along, a.h. 
WRATH OF THE TITANS (PC 13, 99 


minutes) The only reason you’ll feel any 
wrath isbecauseyoushelledoutl2 bucks 
for this steaming bucket of half-baked 
plot, cliched dialogue and disappoint- 
ing 3-D special effects. It might be even 
worse than the original. Who, exactly, was 
clamoring for a follow-up? As before, Sam 
Worthington plays Greek hero Perseus, 
the demigod son of Zeus (Liam Neeson). 
Zeus is imprisoned by his brother Hades 


(Ralph Fiennes) in an effortto overthrow 
the Olympian gods and resurrect Kronos, 
the dormant leader of the evil Titans. 
To save Zeus, Perseus goes on a quest 
to the underworld. At stake is not just 
his father’s life — yeah, I thought gods 
were immortal, too — but the future of 
the world. As a CGI villain, Kronos looks 
as though he’s made of molten lava and 
sounds like Barry White speaking Klin- 


gon. Scary it is not. Perplexing, maybe. 
In an effort to appeal to audiences who 
might resist anything that smacks 
of the classics, the dialogue includes 
anachronisms such as “You gotta be 
kiddin’ me." They got that right, m.o.

HBO’s ambitious half-hour 
comedy “Girls” sets out to 
define and lampoon an 
emerging generation. 

Lena Dunham stars as Han- 
nah, a self-professed writer who 
never writes. In the first scene, her 
parents inform her that, two years 
after college, they’ve decided to stop 
funding her Brooklyn lifestyle. The 
scene nicely satirizes the bizarre eco- 
nomics of the new bohemia, a fan- 
tasyland where would-be Heming- 
ways live off their daddies and toil 
in a literary-industrial complex that 
doesn’t bother to pay “creators” who 
don’t even pretend to work. 

The interpersonal relationships 
in “Girls” are equally grim. Han- 
nah’s pretty roommate, Mamie 
(Allison Williams), appears con- 
fident, but in a compulsive, bossy

fashion. She barely endures her 
wimpy boyfriend because he doesn’t 
know how to act like a man, either 
in or out of bed. In contrast, Han- 
nah couples sporadically with Adam 
(Adam Driver), an actor who uses 
sex to express hostility and con- 
tempt. The raunchy sex scenes are 
nearly aU begrudgingly endured and 
fraught with self-loathing. 

Hannah’s other friends include 
Jessa (Jemima Kirke), an exotic 


globe-trotter, and Shoshanna (Zosia 
Mamet), who sees the world through 
the prism of trashy pop culture. 

At the end of the second epi- 
sode, one adult figure quips, “You 
couldn’t pay me enough to be 24 
again.” It takes a certain audac- 
ity to depict characters this self- 
absorbed and miserable — and 
a certain wisdom to know that 
it’s not a terminal condition.
